From  a  large  number  of  beautiful  hybrids  obtained  by  crossing  Iris  Fulva  and 
Dorothea  K.  Williamson,  Mr.  Essig  selected  a  few  choice  ones  for  exhibition  at 
flower  shows  in  1930  and  1931.  So  enthusiastically  were  these  received  and  so  urgent 
were  the  requests  for  them  that  three  of  the  best  are  being  offered  this  year.

Lime 
is  particularly  beneficial  on  heavy  soils 
as  it  flocculates  these  soils  and  improves 
the  drainage.

Transplanting  may  be  done  at  any 
season,  but  the  best  time,  if  one  cares 
to  keep  watered  sufficiently  to  start 
the  growth,  is  when  they  go  out  of 
bloom;  otherwise  the  fall  is  better.

If  too  dry  before  getting  rooted  they 
are  likely  to  shrivel  even  if  they  do 
not  die. 

Do  not  plant  deep;  barely  cover  the 
rhizomes. 

Some  varieties  should  be  divided 
every  two  years — others  every  three  or 
four.  Give  the  rhizomes  room  for  the 
side  shoots  to  get  a  foothold. 

Of  course  there  are  exceptions  to  the 
above  general  cultural  notes  as  you 
discover  further  on  in  this  book.  When 
any  group  or  variety  of  iris  demands 
special  treatment  we  have  called  atten¬ 
tion  to  it  in  the  catalog  listings.

Many  of  our  customers  wish  to  get  a  general  idea  of  the  garden  values  of  different  irises 
without  spending  time  to  read  through  the  entire  list  carefully.  To  help  them  we  have  grouped 
many  of  our  listed  varieties  into  color  groups.  Sometimes  the  same  variety  may  occur  in  more 
than  one  group  if  its  colors  will  allow  it  to  be  used  where  those  groups  are  wanted  in  a  planting. 

It  would  be  possible  to  subdivide  each  group  into  subgroups  but  no  attempt  has  been  made 
to  do  this  as  little  would  be  gained  for  landscape  purposes  by  so  doing. 

The  great  variety  of  color  combinations  in  irises  make  any  classification  of  this  sort  of  nothing 
more  than  suggestive  value.  Color  is  only  one  of  the  elements  which  give  iris  character.  The 
height,  carriage,  shape,  substance,  branching,  abundance  of  blooms,  and  the  character  of  the 
foliage,  must  be  considered.
